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CSM NOTES RECENT PRC GOLD SHIPMENT AND TALKS WITH ROCKE- 
FELLER TO SUPPORT ARGUMENTS THAT DESPITE POLITICAL UN- 
CERTAINTY, PRKING IS MOVING IN DIRECTION INDUSTRIAL EXPAN- 
SION/GREATER TRADE WITH WEST, AND THAT WESTERN NATIONS 
SHOULD ENCOURAGE THIS NEW MOOD. 

IN ARTICLE ON SOVIET ARMS SALES TO PERU, TAD SZULC WRITES 
THAT US REPORTEDLY CONSIDERING APPROVAL FOR BRITAIN TO SELL
